You can't 
miss him! He's the guy who wears $700 white 
suits with nose glasses and bunny ears. You 
might know him better as a "wild and 
craaaaaazy guy, ог a "ramblin' guy," 
who's been known to have attacks of "happy 
feet." And if you don't like his jokes, he'll just 
say, "Well, Excuuuuuuse Me!"

Steve Martin packs the concert halls with 
up to 20,000 near-hysterical fans and poc- 
kets an easy $75,000 a night — minimum. 
His first record, Let's Get Small, sold well 
over 2½ million and won a Grammy award. 
His second record, А Wild and Crazy Guy, 
featuring the gold single, "King Tut," 
rocketed to the top of the charts within weeks 


of its release. He's been a guest and host for 
both The Tonight Show and Saturday Night 
Live. But recently, Steve told reporters, “I've 
fulfilled my dreams to the last inch as a 
stand-up comedian. In my head, it's over for 
me." The thrill is gone. How can America's 
favorite funnyman say he's finished? 

Its not that he doesn't like the money. I 
love money," he tells audiences. I bought 
some pretty good stuff. Got me a $300 pair of 
socks . . . got a fur sink . .. let's see. . . an 
electric dog-polisher ... a gasoline- 
powered turtleneck sweater ... and of 
course I bought some dumb stuff, too.” 

But Steve confided to a reporter, "Movies 
are the thing — movies are it! If can break 
into film, it's like. . . that's what I've always 


been going for, since age three, when I first 
saw Jerry Lewis on the screen.” Steve is giv- 
ing up stand-up comedy because he now 
has the chance to do what he’s always 
wanted to do. He broke into film with a com- 
edy short, The Absent Minded Waiter, which 
was nominated for an Academy Award. 


After that, he had a small role in the 
Frampton/Bee Gees Sgt. Pepper movie. He 
sang "Maxwell's Silver Hammer.” Some cri- 
tics thought that was the only high point of 
the movie. Then came the cameo role in 
The Muppet Movie, where Steve played a 
waiter. 

Steve's talents have not gone unnoticed. 
He has gone from playing a small part as a 
waiter, to playing a starring role as a jerk. 
Universal Studios signed him up to write 
and star in two films; the first one, The Jerk, 
will be released this month. 

The Jerk is the rags to riches and back to 
rags again story of nerdy Navin Johnson. 
Navin is a gas station attendant who acci- 
dentally becomes a millionaire by inventing 
"Opti-Grabs," a device that keeps eyeglas- 
ses from slipping down noses. Navin then 
sets out to spend his new-found fortune by 
buying such things as a ridiculously gaudy 
mansion full of plastic flowers. Steve's real- 
life girlfriend, Bernadette Peters, also stars 
in the film as Navin's true love. 

After The Jerk, Steve has also agreed to 


star in George (Star Wars) Lucas's mystery 
movie, Radioland Murders. Steve's third 
comedy album, Comedy Is Not Pretty, was 
released last fall, and Warner Brothers has 
signed him up to do three more. His first book 
of silly short stories, Cruel Shoes, is on the 
best-seller list. Steve Martin has made it! 
Steve wasn't always successful, but he 
was always stage-struck. "By the age of five, 
I was entertaining," he told a reporter. 'Td 
watch the skits on The Red Skelton Show, 
memorize 'em, and then perform during 
'show and tell' at school," Steve said. When 
he was 10, his family moved just two miles 
away from the newly-opened Disneyland. 
Steve walked over and landed a job that 
lasted eight years. He worked summers, 
weekends, and after school, selling guide 
books, phony noses, bunny ears, and magic 
tricks. Mostimportant, he managed to sneak 
away to watch an old vaudeville comic, 
Wally Boag, who told jokes and made bal-

loon animals. Steve saw him perform three 
or four times a day and memorized his entire 
routine. He also took up the banjo. There 
wasn't much time for school, but Steve did 
manage to become a cheerleader in high 
school. His first writing experience came 
from writing cheers for the team — 
unfortunately, the other cheerleaders re- 
fused to use them! 

At 18, Steve took an acting job at nearby 
Knott's Berry Farm where he got his act to- 
gether. He did a mishmash of magic, music, 
and comedy four times a day. It was also 
where he met a girl named Stormy. She 
convinced him to go to college. Steve en- 
rolled in Long Beach State College, majored 
in philosophy, and got straight A's for the 
first time in his life. Eventually, Steve quit 
philosophy to go back into the arts at UCLA, 
because with art, "you don't have to explain 
why or justify anything. If it works, it works.“ 
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Soon, Steve quit college for good, telling his 
professor that he was sorry, but unfortu- 
nately, he had a job writing for television. 

At age 21, he had been hired to write for 
the Smothers Brothers Comedy Hour, for 
which he won an Emmy award. That job led 
to other good jobs writing for Sonny and 
Cher, John Denver, Glen Campbell, and 
Dick Van Dyke. But Steve wasn't happy — 
he wanted to perform. Against everyone's 
advice, he quit and went back to nightclubs. 
Theonly jobs he could get were doing his act 
before rock concerts and by 1975, he had hit 
rock bottom. 

Аз he got more depressed, his comedy got 
better. He started insulting his audiences, 
setting them up just to slap them down, con- 
ning them with his jokes and in general, 
making a fool of himself. And guess what? 
They loved it! He built his reputation as a 
wild and crazy guy by leading an audience 
of hundreds into a diner, demanding 274 
burgers, and then at the last minute chang- 
ing his order to one fries to go. Another time, 
he took his audience to an empty swimming 
pool, convinced them to get in, and then 
swam across their outstretched arms. 

By the fall of 1975, he had a large, loyal fan 
club. He became known nationally with a 
live show on cable TV and his first guest-host 
Spot on Saturday Night Live. 

A millionaire today, Steve is still a very 
private person. А vegetarian and a serious 
art collector, Steve lives in a solar-heated 
home in Aspen, Colorado, with his two cats, 
Betty and Dr. Forbes. He doesn't socialize 
much — just an occasional game of horse- 
shoes with next door neighbor, John Denver. 
The character he plays onstage is just 
that — a character he has fun doing. "And 
having fun is the most crucial, important 
thing there is, says Steve. The song he sings 
at every performance says it all: 

"We're having some fun 

We've got music and laughter and won- 
derful times... 

But the most amazin' thing to me is 

I get paid for doin' this." — Susan Hood

And, 
did you know that the same hand gesture that gets you a laugh 
in one country could very easily get you arrested in another 
country? Dynamite doesn't want you to take chances, so we're 
handing you this handy guide to hand talk! 


GESTURES! 


This gesture is over 2,000 years old and comes from 
ancient Greece and Rome. In those days people were 
forbidden to touch the religious idols they worshipped. 
Instead, they would “blow a kiss” in the direction of the 
statue to show their love and devotion. Later, French 
nobles used the same gesture as a flashy way of telling 
the king, “I am your humble slave." Today, it's just a 
fun, informal way of saying someone or something is 
fantastic! 


People have been giving this sign 
of approval since the 1st Century, A.D. 
Where did the word, “okay,” come from? Here are some 
explanations: — it was an abbreviation of an accidental 
misspelling of “All correct," written as “Oll Korrect.“ 

— it was the initials of an Indian Chief, Old Keokuk, who 
Signed American treaties with his initials. 

— it's from an Indian word, oke, which means, “it is 
So." 

— it's the opposite of K.O. (knocked out). 

In France, this gesture means “zero” or "worthless," 
or “no good." When the French want to say Okay, 
they use the thumbs-up gesture instead.

Most people think this one came from the gladiator 
fights in ancient Rome. The story goes that if the loser 
had fought well the crowd would spare his life with a 
thumbs-up gesture. Thumbs down meant bad news for 
the loser. What really happened was this: when the 
crowd showed their thumbs up, down, or sideways it 
meant the gladiator didn’t deserve to live. Hiding the 
thumbs away or putting them down meant he should be 
allowed to live. In our language the meaning for the 
word “ир” is optimistic and positive. The meaning for 
the word “down” is pessimistic and negative. Somehow 
through time the meanings got reversed!

Can She Swing the Olympics? 


Tracee will be the youngest person ever to 
make the United States Olympic gymnastics 
team if she does make it. She entered her 
very first international competition less than 
a year ago, by default. One of the top gym- 
nasts in the country, Rhonda Swandt, had 
just had a knee operation and couldn't go. 
Tracee took her place and stunned the world 
by winning the balance beam and the un- 
even parallel bars and placing third overall! 
Since then, 13-year-old Tracee has won an 
impressive string of firsts and thirds all over 
the country and there is almost no doubt she 
will make the Olympic team at the trials in 
May. She may even take home a few med- 
als! What does it take to go for the gold? 
Dynamite has been following Tracee's prog- 
ress since her spectacular debut last March. 
Here's her story.

Tracee takes a special dance class designed for 
gymnasts to teach her to move gracefully. This is very 
important — especially in the floor exercises. 


We first talked with Tracee right after her 
victory at the American Cup competition in 
New York. As we walked into the hotel room, 
we found Tracee perched on the end ofthe 
bed, watching the performance she had just 
- given, being aired on TV. "She's never seen 
herself on TV before," explained her coach, 
Linda Metheney Mulvihill. Talking with 
Tracee, we learned that she started training 
at gymnastics clubs in California when she 
was eight years old. "My older sister was 
into it and I wanted to do what she did," said 
Tracee. Two years later, Tracee left home to 
live and train in Eugene, Oregon, with 
Linda, a three-time Olympic gymnast. How 
do her parents feel about that? "Oh, they're 
just as enthusiastic as Tracee is," Linda told 
us. "We don't recruit. Tracee's parents came 
to us and asked us if we'd take her and train 
her." Now, although her mother and her 
grandmother call once a week, Tracee sees 
her family only about four times a year. 

Did Linda see Tracee's potential right 
away? "No, not fully," she said. "But the 
biggest thing we look for is the desire and the 
determination to do well. A lot of girls have 
talent that isn't developed. Tracee had the 
enthusiasm and the desire to excel.” 

Training for the Olympics involves long, 
hard hours of practice. I go to school all 
morning, to the gym all afternoon, then Ijust 
go home, eat supper, and go to bed,” Tracee 
told us. 

"And do homework," Linda reminded 

her. 
"Yeah," said Tracee, who goes to the local 
junior high school. Being a star means hav- 
ing to do everything other kids do and more! 
Tracee needs to practice all four events (floor 
exercises, uneven bars, balance beam, ard 
vault) every day for about six hours. What 
happens when Tracee is having trouble 
with a move? "Well, usually she's so coordi- 
nated she doesn't have that problem," Linda 
explained. "But she takes criticism really 
well. She understands it's to help her and 
she'll try anything. IfI told her to go climb up 
the wall sideways, she'd try it!" 

All that hard work has really paid off for 


Tracee. One of the benefits of being a world 
class gymnast is the fun of traveling all over 
the country and all over the world. Depend- 
ing on the country and the amount of time 
they have, gymnasts can do sore sight- 
seeing. "You make friends all ovér the 
world," Tracee said, "and that's fun.“ Usudlly 
everyone trades a pin from her country or 
club but the favorite thing to do is to trade 
warm-ups or leotards. "One of Tracee's 
favorite stories is about the time she traded 
one of her best leotards with a little Russian 
girl," said Linda. "What does she get in re- 
turn? This purple and yellow and orange 
one that was probably made at a tent and 
awning company, it’s so huge! Tracee 
laughs about that one all the time!” 

If you think all this traveling gets expen- 
sive, you're right! Add on the cost of training 
tuition, room, and board, and it costs the 
average gymnast's parents from 6 — 7 
thousand dollars a year. "The United States 
is the only country that doesn't have some 
support from the government for its 
athletes," Linda told us. "Private companies 
will sometimes help supply equipment for 
meets, but individuals don't get any kind of 
financial assistance. It makes it very hard on 
the parents. I don't think it will change un- 
less the importance placed on sports here 
changes. Being a top gymnast in Russia 
means a lot more than it does here." 

Perhaps that's one of the reasons the Rus- 
sian girls will be Tracee's biggest competi- 
tion at the Moscow Olympics next summer. 
But Linda is confident about Tracee's 
abilities. "I think Tracee is such a good all- 
around performer that by then she could be 


in the top six all-around and could win med- 


als on the uneven bars and on the balance 
beam. And Tracee is only 13 — most gym- 
nasts don't really reach their peak until 
they're 17 or 18. Most girls make their first 
and only Olympic team at that age. If 
Tracee's interest continues and she's free 
from serious injury, she has a shot at three 
Olympicteams — she'sthe exception." And 
why not? Tracee is an exceptional 
gymnast! — Susan Hood

Don't you hate it when you ask for a Corvette for Don't you hate it when your little brother gets

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Hey, whats happening? This is Magic 
Wanda and magic is what's happening 
here! This month I've got a special trick that 
will raise your spirits and raise some eye- 
brows in your audience. In fact, it's more 
than d trick, it's a whole show! You'll actually 
make your assistant appear to float in the 
air. This illusion is called a levitation. 

The levitation is one of magic's most mys- 
terious illusions. An early version was done 
in the 1800's by French magician Robert- 
Houdin. (Robert-Houdin was the magician 
whose name Harry Houdini later took.) 
Robert-Houdin suspended his son in midair 
from a single pole under his young son's 
armpit. He told audiences a gas called ether 
had made his son lighter than air. Actually it 
was the pole connected to a hidden support 
under the boy's clothes which held the 
boy up. 

You don't have to be a Houdini to do this 
levitation. But you will have to make lots of 
preparations before you get in front of an 
audience. 


Here are the materials you'll need: 
1 long, wide bedsheet 
l pair high-topped boots 
a long picnic-table bench 
2 thin wooden sticks, 2'2" long. 
an assistant 


The Setup 


You'll have to set up the trick and your 
props before you get in front of an audience. 
To make things easier, you should set up the 


trick in a room away from where the audi- 
ence is. When you're ready to perform the 
trick, let the audience into the room. 


Here's how to set it up: 

1. Put a stick into each boot. Stuff newspa- 
pers into each boot for support. Then tie o 
tape the top of each boot to the stick so it is 
secure. (See picture 1.) 

2. Have your assistant lie face-up on the 
bench. The assistant puts his or her feet on 
the floor, not on the end of the bench. (See 
picture 2.) 


3. The assistant takes a stick in each hand 
and holds them so the boots rest on the 
end of the bench where his or her real feet 
would be. 

4. Cover the assistant with a sheet. The 
sheet should be long enough to reach from 
the assistant's neck to the end of the bench. 
Make sure the sheet drapes over the boots so 
they cannot be seen. 

5. Dim the lights'and go out of the room to 
get the audience. Lead them into the room 
and have them sit down. 


On With the Show 


Ask everyone to keep perfectly still and 
quiet. Say, "Any sudden noise or move- 
ments will upset the mysterious forces I am 
about to summon." Pretend to hypnotize 
your assistant while he or she is on the 
bench. Keep repeating the words, "You are 
getting sleepy." After a minute or two, an- 
nounce that your assistant is now ready to 
respond to your every command. Wave 
your hands over the assistant and say, 
"WhenIsnap my fingers, you will be lighter 
than air." Snap your fingers and say the 
word "rise" over and over again. 

As you do this, the assistant raises the 
sticks slowly so the boots rise under the 
sheet. The assistant must keep arms out 
straight in front so the middle of the sheet 
rises too..You should ham it up and call out 
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loud for the mysterious magical forces that 
are present in the room to help you. 

As the assistant raises the sticks, he or she 
should also raise head and shoulders off the 
bench as in picture 3. The assistant must 
coordinate both movements so the head 
rises at the same pace as the feet. When 
you're ready, ask for "the forces" to help you 
lower your assistant. In your most mysteri- 
ous voice say, "Down, down, down," as you 
wave your hands over the assistant. As you 
dothis, the assistant lowers the sticks and his 
or her head until he or she is once again 
lying flat on the bench. 

Now you must get rid of your audience. 
Tell them that since the mysterious forces 
that were at work are so powerful the assis- 
tant must not be disturbed or awakened for 
at least five minutes or great harm might 
come to them. Ask everyone to leave the 
room again. You must get rid of the audi- 
ence so the assistant can hide the sticks with 
the boots. 

To make this work, you and your assistant 
must rehearse and practice a lot. I know 
you'll all rise to the occasion.

But actu- 
ally these tasteful names belong to rock 
groups of the 50's, 60's, and 70's..As you can 
see from the names below, there's just one 
rule for naming a band — anything goes! 

Some names are easy to figure out. Fleet- 
wood Mac combined drummer Mick Fleet- 
wood's last name with a misspelled version 
of the first syllable of bassist John McVie's 
name. The Swedish superstars Abba took 
the initials of their four members — Ag- 
netha, Bjorn, Benny, and Annifrid. Barry, 
Maurice, and Robin Gibb called themselves 
the Brothers Gibb, which eventually got 
shortened to a spelled-out version of those 
initials, Bee Gees. 

You can name a band after an historical 
figure like Jethro Tull (an 18th-century inven- 
tor) or Paul Revere and the Raiders. Styx 
took its name from an underground river in 
ancient Greek mythology. 

Animal names have always been big. In 
the 50's there were Ravens, Orioles, 
Flamingoes, and Crickets. The Crickets in- 
spired the name of a popular 60's band — 
the Beatles. After that the Animals, Turtles, 
Critters, and Tyrannosaurus Rex invaded 
the charts. Lately we've seen Eagles, Fabu- 
lous Poodles, Ducks Deluxe, Boomtown 
Rats, and Good Rats. 


Puns and wordplays are acceptable. 
Examples include Consumer Rapport, Little 
Feat, Harper's Bizarre, Soul Survivors, and 
Rose Royce. Misspellings such as Byrds, 
Cyrkle, Vejtables, Monkees, Human Beinz, 
and Led Zeppelin are also fine. If you really 
get stuck, just add ells — such as in the 
Standells, Dovells, Shirelles, Hondells, and 
Rhondells. 

Some bands take a colorful approach 
such as Shocking Blue, Frijid Pink, or Deep 
Purple. Other bands boast of qualities such 
as Chic, Sweet, Hot, and Foxy. 

Last but not least, there are names that fit 
in no other category but ridiculous, such as 
Lothar and the Hand People, Dow Jones and 
the Industrialists, Strawberry Alarm Clock, 
Moby Grape, Flamin' Groovies, Ball Point 
Banana, Spiders from Mars, Cat Mother and 
the All-Night Newsboys, Stark Naked and 
the Car Thieves, Tonto's Expanding Head- 
band, Sam the Sham and the Pharaohs, 
Iggy and the Stooges, William Penn and his 
Pals, Question Mark and the Mysterians, 
Soft White Underbelly (who became Blue 
Oyster Cult), Bubble Puppy, Bonzo Dog Doo 
Dah Band, Captain Beefheart and His 
Magic Band, and Bootsy's Rubber Band. 

Some of these groups enjoyed only a mo- 
ment on the charts. Others have lasted 
longer. Some never made it. While the 
music of those groups is now forgotten, their 
names will live on as long as people keep 
playing the Rock 'n' Roll Name Game!
